GENEVA, Oct, 31 (NY¥T),—The 
United States is convinced that 
Britain must play a pivotal role 
in the transition to black major- 
ity rule in Rhodesia or face an 
escalation of the guerrilla war 
there, according to well-placed 
diptomatic sources. 

Despite Britain's insistence, at 
the Geneva conference on Rho- 
desta, that it will mot accept re- 
sponsibility for running an In-

Meanwhile, U.S. Under Secre- 
tary of State William Schaufele 
arrived here yesterday to join in 
behind-the-scenes talks at the 
conference.

Rhodesians Make 2 Thrusts Into Mozambique

SALISBURY, Rhodesia, Oct. 
831 (WP).—Rhodesia's guerrilla 
wars rTeached a new peak of 
tension today as Rhodeslan of- 
ticlals disclosed that the army 
had launched its second major 
penetration in 48 hours into 
neighboring Mozambique.

Sut the rapidly 
intensifying onslaught by both 
Sides reflects the hardening posi- 
tions in the increasingly bitter 
and brutal war, with serious 
implications if the troubled peace 
negotiations between the white 
government and four African 
nationalist leaders in Geneva 
ould break down. 

The firm stand of the govern- 
ment on the strict implementa- 
tion of the Kissinger proposals 
and the weekend actions indicate 


that the Rhodeslans plan to defy 
further external pressure to 
hand over the reins of power be- 
fore the stipulated transition 
period. 

But the new guerrilla incur- 
sions seem to back up the in- 
surgents’ claims that they will 
continue the war until majority 
rule is established.

Hua Said to Detail Crimes 
Of Mao’s Widow to Folitburo

HONG KONG, Oct. 31 (NYT: 
—Ching’s new leader. Hua Euo- 
feng. reportedly told a critical 
meeting of the Communist party 
Politburo recently that Mao Tse- 
tung’s widow, Chiang Ching, had 
tried to increase her own power 
by a series of unauthorized ae- 
Hons, including an extraordinary 
weeklong interview with an 
American woman scholar in 1972. 

According to the Hong Kong 
newspaper Ming Pao, Mr. Hua 
made his accusation against Miss 
Chiang to explain why he had 
ordered ber and three other 
senior radical leftists arrested. 
The newspaper, a respected in- 
dependent daily, said its account 
was based on documents that are 
being circulated in Canton to 
inform Communist party mem- 
bers about the sudden downfall 
of the four. 

Ming Pao said thet Mr. Hua 
had told the Politburo that when 
Mao found out about the inter- 
view with the American scholar, 
Roxane Witke, he was furious 
and it adversely affected his 
health, Mr, Hua reportedly said 
that, Miss Chiang had used the 
interview to “establish a cult of 
herself," and betrayed party 
Secrets to a foreigner. 


Tampering Reported 

The Hong Kong newspaper re- 
ported that Mr. Hua also had 
caught Miss Chiang tampering 
with two of Mao's personal docu- 
ments after taking them out of 
the Party Central Commiitee’s 
archives, 

There was no way to confirm 
the Ming Pao account. But 
analysts here believe it may, in 
fact, be at least partly what 
party members in China are 
being told to explain the arrest 
of the leftists. 

Several of the charges in the 
Ming Pao accourt, including the 
ove about the interview vith 
the American scholar, have also 
been made in an official edito- 
Tial last week or in wall posters 
jo Peking. In addition, a Chi- 
nese official confirmed to for- 
fign diplomats in Peking earlier 
that Miss Chiang had been at- 
tacked for the interview with 
Miss Witke, an associate profes- 
sor at the State University of 
New York at Binghamton. 

The analysts caution, however, 
that it is possible that these 
charges may only be a cover for 
the real reason why Mr. Hua 
and his allies among the veteran 
party bureaucrats and army com~ 
manders moved against Miss 
Chiang.

N.Y. Ordered 
To Hold Votes 
Mailed Late

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (NYT).— 
A federal judge bas ordered the 
state's Board of Elections to 
preserve all overseas absentee 
ballots that arrive at local elec- 
tions boards after Election Day 
but are postmerked on or be- 
fore Nov. 2. 

Judge James Foley issued the 
order in Albany at the request 
of the U.S. Department of Jus~ 
tlee, which is trying to insure 
that such ballots are. included in 
fina] election results. 

Under state Jaw, ballots re- 
ceived after Election Day are 
not counted. However, the Jus- 
tice Department contends that 
under federal law absentee bal- 
lots postmarked by Election Day 
must be counted. 

The order -by Judge Foley, 
chief judge of the U.S. District 
Court in Albany. was the out- 
come of a “friendjy" sult brought 
with the encouragement of the 
Boards of Elections of both New 
York State and New York City. 
The boards wanted to grant the 
extension themselves, but did 
not have the legal authority to 
do so. 

Late Delivery 

Hundreds of New Yorkers over- 
seas who requested their absen- 
tee ballots in time either have 
not received them or received 
them too late to get them back 
to New York by Tuesday. 

“This is a great thing for the 
Justice Department to do,” Jef- 
frey Siger, a New York City 
lawyer representing several dozen 
New Yorkers in London, said. 
“It's a tremendous relief to all 
the people over there.” 

The Justice Department drew 
its authority to intervene from 
the Overseas Citizens Voting 
Rights Act of 1976. 

A spokesman said the depart- 
ment had compiled the names of 
dozens of New Yorkers Hving in 
Canada, Western Europe and the 
Middle East who by late Thurs- 
day had not recelved thelr ab- 
sentee ballots. He said it was 
apparent that these people would 
be disenfranchised unless the 
government acted. 

The basic problem was this 
year’s election calendar in New 
York, which left only seven 
weeks, an unususily short time, 
between the Sept. 14 primary and 
Tuesday's elections.

Profit Motive 

The federal military govern- 
ment, for its part. has gone to 
great lengths to assuage the fears 
of foreign investors. It is not 
naticnalizing the businesses, it 
points out, but merely increasing 
the proportion of ownership by 
Nigerians in order to become 
master in its own house. A hend- 
some profit can still be made, it 
says, by those who follow the 
rules. 

“In embarking on idigenization, 
the government has been in- 
fluenced by the need to place 
control of the Nigerian economy 
squarely in the hands of Ni- 
gerlans and to insure that Niger- 
ians are the main beneficiaries of 
the resources of their country,” 
gald Lt. Gen, ΟἹ Obasanjo, 
the head of state, in a broadcast 
cn June 29. 

Throughout much of black Afri-

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (N¥T).—The stock market registered a sharp 
advance last week, with the Dow Jones industrial average gaining 
26.18 points to close at 96493. Turnover on the New York Stock 
Exchange, however, contracted to 78.81 million shares from 93.62 
Mullion shares in the preceding week 

Analysts attributed the market's price upswing mainly to the 
announcement by 2 Saudi Arabian official on Tuesday that his 
country would press for only a “moderate rise in oil prices at the 
Dec. 15 ministerial meeting of the Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries. Other OPEC countries had Indicated they would seek 
a rise of 10 to 25 per cent at the meeting. 

Analysts noted that considerable bargain-hunting afso helped spur 
prices, especially in many of the glamour and blue-chip issues. In 
the previous four weeks the widely watched Dow had tumbled 70.56 
points, mostly on concern over the sluggish economic recovery. 

Contributing to the advance was the move by many major banks 
to trim their prime fterest rates to 6 1/2 from 6 3/4 per cent. 
Analysts said that declining rates for commercial paper and soft 
loan demand apparently touched off the prime-rate reduction. 

The news by the Commerce Department at the opening Friday 
that the index of leading economic indicators fell 0.7 per cent in 
September, its second straight drop, had little effect on the market. 
When a L5-per-cent drop in the indicators was announced 2 month 
ago (it has been revisert to 0.7 per cent: the Dow plunged 18 polnts 
in 8 single day. 

The credit markets stabilized last week after bond prices in the 
previous week had their largest decline since May. 
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machine-tool orders (2 rise of 
33 per cent), the five-month im- 
provement in housing activity, 
aud the continuing production 
and sajes gains by the automotive 
industry.

Sweeping Change in U.S, Immigration Law

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (NYT:.

The new law retains the over- 
all annual immigration ceilings 
established in 1965—170,000 entries 
a year for the Hastern Hemisphere 
and 120.000 for the Western Henu- 
sphere.

Under the old law, immigration 
from the Western Hemisphere was 
on 2 first-come, first served basis. 
There was no quota for any in- 


countries in the Western Hemi- 
sphere and have created hardship 
and inconvenience to many per- 
sons in this hemisphere seeking 
to join their families in the 
United States.”
